Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant called to discuss the scope of the instant claims. The 
applicant asserted that stroke was no encompassed by cardiovascular complications. The examiner was not clear why 
stroke would not be encompassed by cardiovascular complications, but invited applicant to explain their position on the 
record. 

The applicant asserted post filing date art had been recently published for an additional antioxidant compound. The 
examiner indicated that given the data provided in the instant specification of Table 5 and 6 illustrating the different 
trends of the two compounds, it was not clear this post filing date art would be persuasive. Further the data was 
directed to mice. 

Applicant lastly argued that Primary was a combination of each of the other types of complications. The applicant 
offered to try to analyze the data to determine if taking stroke out of the analysis whether a significant result would 
enable a broader scope. 

Lastly, the examiner reminded applicant that this application was after final and amendments or declarations which 
were provided after final may not be entered if they require further search and consideration. 
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
